When complete, it consists of Six 
Troops of Fifty Gentlemen each, all of 
whom are chosen by Ballot, and recom- 
mended to his Majesty; and it is com- 
manded by Two Field Officers, Six Cap- 
tains, Six Lieutenants, Six Cornets, and 
an Adjutant, chosen from the Privates.

Tur Corps, when not on actual Service, 
is regulated in every respect by a Com- 
mittee, consisting of the Field Officers, 
the Adjutant, the senior Officer present 
of each Troop, and Twelve Privates, 
chosen by Ballot at a General Meeting. 
Four of these go out every Year, and 
are replaced by others in the same Man- 
ner. -A Committeo, authorized to in- 
vestigate the Conduct of any Volunteer, 
mast not consist of less than One Field 
Officer, Three Captains, and Six Pri- 
vates; and any Individual, who thinks 
himself personally aggrieved by the De- 
cision of any such Committee, may ap- 
peal to a General Meeting, upon giving 
Notice to the Secretary, within One 
Month after the Receipt of his Sentence,

Arr Vacancies in the Committee, 
happening by Death or otherwise, be- 
fore the regular Period of Service ex- 
pires, are filled up by themselves, by 
Ballot; and one black Ball excludes.— 
Those occasioned by any of them being 
chosen Officers at a General Meeting, 
are filled up at that General Meeting, 
by a Majority of Votes. The Com- 
mittee meets once a Week, and oftener 
when necessary; and on special Occa- 
sions the whole are summoned. —Five 
make a Quorum; and one of these, at 
least, must be a Private. Every new 
Member must be proposed by one L. 
H. V. and seconded by another. — His 
Name must be given in at one Com- 
mittee, and he must be ballotted for

Expence, a Horsc, for the Service of 
the Corps, provides himself with Uni—
